Election. Day In Greece. 


Election day Is an exciting one in 


Greece. Tho last one was especially BO 
in Athens. The people were to vote for 
members of parliament. The election 
ccnrs every four years. For a week 
revious to tho polling nil the men and 
»ys were parading the streets, headed 
y a band. The Greeks ai-e blessed with 
most powerful lungs, and their shouts of 


Viva I" fairly drowned the braying of 
he donkeys. 
Tho interest was so in- 


ense that the yoxmg children shared it, 
nd nn American lady, passing a "mite 
f a boy" on the street, who was eecort- 
ng a little girl home from school, gal- 
antty carrying her books, heard him 
ck her U' she had a vote! 
Tho voting takes place iu the churches 


in Sunday, consequently the customary 
service is dispensed with. In the church 
0 which an American gentleman suc- 
;eeded in finding access there were 
anged round tho church forty-two 
sexes, that being tho number of the 
andidates. 
These boxes wore something the shape 


>f a tea bos, one half painted white, 
vith "Yes" on it, and the other half 
black, with "No" on it. 


Tin tubes projected from the front 


lutward. Looking through these tubes 
>ne could see that tho boxes wore divided 
nto two compartments. Beside each 


stood a representative of the candi- 


date, and over the box appeared the 
andidato's picture. Each voter, as he 
entered the church, had his name and 
address registered, and a check given 
lira. The above mentioned ropresenta- 
;ivo then gave tho voter a bullet, or 
oto, made of lead. 
Formerly the dishonest voter would 


slip another bulkt np his coat sleeve, 
and as ho raised his arm to the tube the 
jullet would roll down, and two votes 
nstead of one be cast; but the repre 
Bentative now watches to prevent cheat- 
ng. Negative votes as well as affirma- 
ive must also be cast; that is, if a voter 
objects to a candidate, ho must cast a 
negative bullet. The voter, of course, 
;asts one vote at each box, or forty-two 
n all,—Cor. Youth's Companion. 


Tho Chinaman's Furcliaso. 


The Chinese are not supposed to have 


much talent or liking for humor, but a 
ittle story related by the author of 
"Three Years in Western China" shows 
ihat they are not altogether deficient in 
;hat respect: 


Several of my followers were opium 


smokers, and one of my bearers had con 
;racted a great craving for the drug. He 
was somewhat disreputable in appear- 
ance, but a willing worker.

Tho opium smoker, 


meanwhile, sat apart on tho edge of tho 
stono road. 


How is it that you aro all eating and 


drinking,"said he to one of his comrades, 


and 1 haven't a single cash to follow 


your example?" 


The other man put his thumb to his 


mouth, and pretending to inhale, pro- 
nounced the single word, "Opium," at 
which the smoker smiled and was silent. 


On tho following day wo were sud- 


denly overtaken by a sharp rain storm 
and when the other bearers were search- 
ing for shelter tho smoker solemnly pro- 
dirced his bundle, gravely undid tho 
cover, and proceeded to unfold and pni 
on a first class waterproof coat which he 
had wisely purchased in tho village to 
which we havo referred. The astonish- 
ment on tho other men's faces and the 
look of triumph in which the smoker 
indulged were a study. 


Tito First Horse Car. 


It was in 1831 that I devised the firs 


street car, or omnibus, as it was then 
called. This car was composed of an ox 
tension to a coach body, with seats 
lengthwise instead of crosswise. On thi 
outside of the vehicle was printed "Om 
nibus," in large letters. People wonlr 
stand and look at this word and wonde 
what it meant. "Who is Mr. Omnibus?' 
many of them would inquire. I had a 
shop of iny own at this time, and then 
1 buil t tho first horso car. It was run f o: 
tho first time in 1833, from Prince street 
in tho Bowery, to Fourteenth street 
This car had three compartments of ten 
seats each, entrance being had from tb 
sides. On the top there were also thre< 
rows of seats, facing back and front 
seating thirty persons.—John Stephen

A VIRGINIA CITY STOCK JEXCHANGK. 


The recent decision tf the California 


courts declaring the purchase of stock on 
margins by brokers nnconstilntioual, and 
making the brokers personally responsible 
for the amounts paid by castoui«i« on mar- 
gins, "will probably result in the opening 
of a Stock and Exchange Board in Vir- 
ginia City. In this State tbe courts decide 
that tho purchase of mining or other stock 
on a margin is legitimate, and that stock to 
purchased may be sold under certain re- 
BtriotiC'ns, at the option of the broker?. 


It is doubtful if dealings in mining 


stocks would be carried on ns extensively 
in Virginia City ns in San Francisco. 
Al- 


most every mine on tho Comatock is con- 
trolled by a San Francisco corporation. 
These corporaliocs are not even compelled 
by law to keep an office in Nevada and nil 
their business is transacted in San Fran- 
cisco. This, like many other things per- 
taining to corporation?, operate? against 
Nevada, and doubtless fears i£ the Con- 
stitution should be revised that mining and 
other companion would be compelled to 
keep offices in Nevada, caused the boss 
governed Legislature, la>t Winter, to ig- 
nore the will of the people and refuse to 
call a Constitutional Conventiop. 


Possibly the establishment of a Mining 


Exchange where the principal mines are 
situated, might piove so advantageous to 
operators that stocks would be dealt in 
more extensively than at present and deal- 
ers might insist on having the corporations 
open offices in Virginia City. As it is now 
nothing can be learned about the business 
of corporations, whose property is situated 
in Nevada, withont going to San Francisco, 
and even the reports of mining superin- 
tendents are published in that city before 
f\U£,ht is known of them where the mines 
are situated.

bill at the time of its passage, and de- 
naxinced as "free 
traders, bought with 


British gold," those who asserted that it 
waa drafted for the benefit o£ monopolies, 
are now tryiog to set themselves right with 
the people by designating the Act "The 
McKioley blunder." It appears, however, 
thit the bill is cot BO ranch o£ n blunder as 
they now represent it, as it ia evidently ac- 
complishing the purpose for which it was 
designed, that is, enriching a few at tbe 
expense of the many. 
The bill placed raw 


8 igor, which hitherto hod been taxed two 
cents per pound, on the free list, thereby 
expressing disbelief ia the theory that the 
foreign producer, cot the American con- 
831116°, paid tbe tax, but left a tax on re- 
fined sugar. This was what the sugar 
trust wanted, nod doubtless contributed 
liberally to the campaign fund to have it 
engrafted on the law. 
The result is a 


semi-annnal dividend of 4 per cent, on the 
common slock of the trust, which would 
be equivalent, at the lowest calculation, to 
about 25 per oeut. per annum on the 
amount of capital invested in the sugar re- 
fineries'. The people, however, have to 
pay about old prices for sugar, and derive 
little, if any, benefit from the abolition of 
the tnx on the imported article. This was 
what the opponents of the- McKinley blun- 
der predicted. 
It has not appreciably 


lowered the price of sugar, though other 
industries will be taxed to pay a bounty of 
two cents per pound to Louisiana planters 
and Vermont sugar makers, all for the ben- 
efit of the sugar trust, The bill has not en- 
hancod the value of labor, ns -wages ore 
lower in tho East to-day than when it 
passed. It has not increased manufactures, 
in fact it has reduced them, and it has 
added to the cost of living, especially in 
the agricultural districts, thoogh, in the 
language of Mr. Elaine, it has not made a 
market for another barrel of pork or floor.

when be reached Moscow. The "preataw" 
called upon, him and said he mnsf leave at 
once. The hotel manager told him a few 
roubles would fix it all right, but Gold- 
berger declined to pay blackmail and left 
at once. He did not caie to establish a 
bank in a country where such policemen 
had the power of levying blackmail. Herr 
Goldberger described awful scenes of ex- 
pulsion which he had witnessed at Moscow, 
during his two days stay. His social stand- 
ing and high position, he said, -were of EO 
avail. Hone of the accounts BO far pub- 
lished tells the whole story.

berger says the Cz»r is well aware of the 
cruelties praoticpd, and that he always has 
been a radical nnli-Semitio.

pulsion of the Jews. Russia, with all her 
immense agricultural and mineral resources 
will sooner or later be forced into a condi- 
tion of absolute bankruptcy.
